At Mr. Bryan's reception in New 
York on return from Europe he ad- 

ocated government ownership of 
railroads. There has been so mucl 
opposition to this that he has mod 

tied his statements. At a banquet 

n Chicago on Tuesday of last week 

le said: 

''I stated what I thought i 
the expectation that everybody 
would exercise the same freedom in 

discussion of the question 
was led to my conclusions bv the 
corruption of the people of the 
Unit«d States by the railroads as I 
have seen it. In my judgment we 
have had no more corrupting infli 
ence in American politics than that 
of the railroads. It has corrupted 
the people by the pass 1 . I have 
known conventions to be controlled 
by passes. I have known Judges 
be elected by railroads and I 
ve reached the conclusion that 
this corruption cannot he eliminated 
until these natural monopolies be- 
come the property of the Govern- 
ment. I am opposed to centraliza- 
tion, ar.d because I believe that the 
state can bes* do that which con- 
cerns the state alone, because I be- 
lieve in the doctrine of self-govern- 
ment, therefore I prefer that instead 
ol having all the railroads owned 
by the Federal Government we 
hould have the local lines owned 
by the state governments and only 
the t-unk lines owned by the Fed- 
eral Government." 

On the trust question he -says : 



"To the extent that the President 
has gone, I am glad, but he has not 
gone far enough, and ki has n<>l 
been able to take his party witli 
him as lar as he has gone."

EVIDENT CONSPIRACY. 
SALOONISTS LAY PLOT. 



The following recital is as true as it is dark and 
damninp, and reveals something- of the conditions of our city. 
On Jnly 26, immediately after the interview with our infor- 
mant, I committed the facts to writing 1 , told my wife'and 
brother, N. H. Trimble, so that if an assassin's bullet or 
club should end my work in defense of the boys and girls 
and g-ood name of this community, there would be a clue to 
my ending-. In the last few days I have given some publici- 
ty to the attempt. I also appeared before the Grand Jury. 
I deemed it advisable to make public mention of this affair, 
so on last Sunday night at the union temperance meeting at 
First Presbyterian Church I made a statement,

1 at once wentjTHK FURIOUS, 
to Gibbon's saloon, and when I referred to the article, Mr. Gibbons | 
readily took up the matter as if he understood it, and said, "that such 
an artiole had appeared in the Advocate and that he (Gibbons) would 
get him a copy of the Advocate if the children had not torn it up and 
show it to me" He confirmed what Davis had told me. Believing 
what Davis and Gibbons told me was true, I was much angered and 
went to the Advocate rfflce to see Mr. Trimble, determined to do via* 
ler.ee to the man who would thus talk and lie on my dying wife. When 
I reached the office the edi'or was not in. I said, while there, that I 
would kill the man who would print such about my wife, even if I bad 
to be hanged; that 1 would shoot his heart out or blow bis head off. 

On the following day I again went to the Advocate office and met 
Mr. Trimble, one of the editors. I told him what 1 had heaid. He ex- 
pressed sympathy with me, assured me that he knew nothing about 
such an article, that it had not appeared in the Advocate. As Mr. 
Gibbons iiad told me that the article had appeared in the first 
after my wife died (which was on February 3, 19t6), Mr. Trimble at 
once showed to me every article in that iSkue and each of the other 
issues printed in Feb. We found no reference to the death of my wife. 
I am thoroughly convinced that Mr. Trimble is Innocent, and know that 
»uob and article did not appear in Mr. Trimble's paper. 
Witness my hand this September 11, 1906.

OBSERVATIONS. 

On July 25, when I returned to my office I was informed 
that Mr. Campbell had called, and that I had missed a 
thrashing. I replied, I regret that 1 was away. On the fol- 
lowing day I was in when Mr. Campbell called. I received 
him cordially and asked what I could do for him. He told 
what he had heard, withcuit mentioning names of his infor- 
mants. When he mentioned "local option workers," the 
thought occurred, some whiskey man is the author of this. 
I then asked him who had told him. He replied as given in 
above statement. Before he left my office he was convinced 
that I had nothing to do with the affair. 

I read to him list of subscribers in Sharpsburg so that 
he could ask any of them. I requested him to call 'on Mr. 
(iibbons and get the copy of the Advocate. Later he said to 
me that he had told some friend at Sharpsburg about what 
w;ts reported as appearing in the Advocate, also that he had 
talked with Wm. Botts, the saloonist of our city, that Mr. 
Botts had advised him to come to me and apologize. He 
says he came twice, I was out. Later he saw me at Trimble 
Grocery Co.'s and did apologize. I told him I cherished no 
feeling against him, as I regarded him as an innocent victim 
I accepted his apology. 

List week I appeared before the grand jury and testified and told 
the jury to call ('has. Stephens, foreman, and ( has. P'.rkins, employee 
of my office. After I appeared before the jury I was informed by Mr. 
Stephens and Perkins that Mr. Campbell had said that be would shoot 
the heart out (if, and blow the head otf and kill the man win would 
talk thus about his dying wife, even if he had to follow him over the 
country. 1 then went to the gra-id jury and reported this. 

I refer to Mr. Botts especially to let the public know that a mem- 
ber of the city coi nni. has for a few weeks known about this affair. 
Perhaps this information and his (Mr. B's) knowledge will have some 
Influence in the Council if the members of that assembly see fit to in- 
vestigate this or any other charge and proven fact of lawlessness 
against those saloon keepers who have violated the law and have been 
indicted or convicted at the present term of Circuit Court (and ac- 
count of which appears in thin issue.) 

The writer has in the extra Advocate of July 6 and in the regu- 
I tr issue of July 11 told of the shooting of three men and the gamb- 
ling in P. H. Davis' saloon.; 

This was, we presume, the incentive for him to plan an attack on 
me. Why Mr. Gibbons should take a hand in so murderous a plot, 
later developments will show. City license has been given tnem to sell 
whiskey, but not run a gambling den or otherwise violate the law or 
even to expose an editor to violence or death. 

Whether or not such conduct will be upheld, condoned or tolerat- 
ed by the City Council, juries, or general public, remains to be seen. 
Declarations or insinuations by any saloon-keeper or citizens (or even 
Mr. Davis or Mr. Gibbons) that the writer has misrepresented or told 
a lie or is unworthy of belier will not change Facts and Observations, 
or cause him to say mean things or wish harm to befall the guilty and 
thoughtless, hasty people.
